7. Claims 22-42 are allowed. 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose nor render obvious a method for increasing the size of particles 
wherein an aerosol is separated in to sample and sheath flow, and forming a vortex 
flow, and introducing the sample flow to condense on the particles, in combination with 
all other limitations of the independent claims.
